The meeting of the C. of C. Mon¬ 
day night was one of the best attend¬ 
ed for months. The lecture on Ar- 
meiiia given by Dr. Mottem of Glen¬ 
dale was listened to with close atten¬ 
tion and proved most interesting. 
The very beautiful slides he displayed 
showed Armenia before, ‘during and 
after the World War, and gave very 
clear ideas of the terrible suffering 
and the fearful destruction resulting 
from the Turk and German invasions, 
He also explained the rescue work 
done by the Near East Relief which 
in that section takes the place of the 
Red Cross, that organization being 
unable to function owing to the bit¬ 
ter opposition of the Turk to its in¬ 
signia, the cross. The Near East 
Relief’s insignia being a white star in 
a blue ground is not disliked. 

The organization endorsed the es¬ 
tablishment of a Junior College of 
Agriculture in the San Fernando Val¬ 
ley and voted to join the United 
States Chamber of Commerce. 

The membership committee an¬ 
nounced the names of nine new mem¬ 
bers, Miss Alice Tufts, Drs.

H. Brown, fJ. N. Alcorn, and Charles 
J. Beers, Messrs. John W. Jones, 
Frederick G. Scalzo, John Skvaila, W.

The Secretary presented a plan for 
utilizing the building on the city lot 
for an office and after discussion it 
was voted to request the Trustees to 
allow the same to be carried out.

When 
he was asked if lie would like to see 
advance sheets of Mr. Lansing’s book 
he renlied: 

‘ “No. If it suits Lansing it suits 
me.” ’ . I 

The thing Mr. Wilson perhaps felt 
most keenly in his relation to Mr. j 
Lansing was the Secretary’s remain -1 
ine in office and trying to start a Mex- ; 
lean policy the oposite to Mr. Wilson’s ; 
when Mr. Wilson was occupied about \ 
other things and particularly when he i 
was sick. Also he felt injured by the | 
expressions against the treaty that 1 
Mr. Lansing was constantly making 
while sei-ving under the President. 

But he takes even the.se things that 
he has most at heart with a certain 
lightness. A good deal of speculation 
has been caused by one of his remarks 
Somebody sugge.sted that the new ad¬ 
ministration would probably get into 
war with Mexico. “If it does,” said 
Mr. Wilson, “I shall go to an officers’ 
camp.” Of course ,this remark can¬ 
not be taken literally. The most 
plausible explanation of what the ex- 
President meant is this: “Whatever 
they may do you need not expect to 
see me throwing monkey wrenches in 
the machinery.” 

The onlv thing he has said since the 
inauguration that I know of that has 
any sting in it is: “I find nothing per- 
sonall’y unpleasant in the outlook for 
the next four years except the pros¬ 
pect of reading President Harding’s 
style.” 

As a matter of fact, there is no 
difference at all between the Wilson 
policy and the Harding policy on Rus¬ 
sia except in words. Wilson said he I 
would not play with the Bolsheviks 
because they were wicked people and 
ought not to be associated with b^' I 
nations that were safe for democ- j 
racy. 

The present administration, now 1 
clearly agreed on its policy, says it, 
will not do business with Russia until | 
it can dictate the extent to which Rus- j 
.sia will depart from communism. 

Another distinction between mere ] 
language and fundamental facts will j 
be brought out pretty soon in regard 
to Germany. There was a good deal I 
.said about a separate peace, but no | 
steps of any kind are being taken i 
and this week it will be necessary to ' 
tell M. Viavini something about our 
attitude .toward the dealings of France 
with Germany. Do we take any po¬ 
sition on that subject or do we not ? 
And if we do not, if we wash our I 
hands of the treaty and the relation | 
betw-een France and Germany, what i 
are we going to do about resuming 
relations with Germany? 

There was a little scrimmage in ex¬ 
ecutive session that also brings out 
the embarra.ssment about passing; 
from opposition to responsibility. Sen¬ 
ator Lodve by no means relished the | 
task that falls on him of proving that 
the Colombian Treaty, that was a bad 
treaty under Wilson, has become a 
"ood treaty under Harding. Therefore 
he tried to arrange to have the debate 
carried on in secret, when the Senate 
meets.

Seeds

Captain and Mrs. Osgood attended 
the impressive memorial services in 
honor of dead heroes in Los Angeles 
on Wednesday. 

A Flanders poppy is soon to bloom 
for each of the valiant youths who did 
not return to their Los Angeles homos 
when the guns ceased firing over¬ 
seas. Seeds plucked from the pods of 
the revered flower that cloaks the 
countless graves of soldier dead in 
France were sown in Exposition Park 
Wednesday afternoon during a mem¬ 
orial service in honor of the valiant 
600. 

Veteran soldier and sailor fighter.s, 
clergymen and club women in poems 
and songs and speeches acclaimed the 
glorious deeds of the country’s dead 
heroes, but none of these tributes 
brought those who rest in the poppy- 
strewn graves so near to home as did 
the calling of the roll. 

The memorial service was in com¬ 
memoration of the anniversary of the 
declaratoin of war upon the German 
Empire by the United States four 
years ago. It was conducted by the 
Friday morning ’Club, the Army, the 
Navy, the city, the women’s clubs and 
a citizen throng anticipated. 

In his address Dr. James A. Fran¬ 
cis, the principal speaker, told of the 
nation’s achievements in the struggle, 

“Four years ago today the United 
States reversed itself,” he said, “re¬ 
versed all its traditions and declared 
war on an Empire across the seas.

Recent Rains Did Nol Affect Dry 
Rock Dams in Little Santa 
Anita Canyon 


There, are 287 dry-rock dams in the 
Little Santa Anita Canyon. Every 
one of the.'-c dams performs a uondei- 
ful part in consei-ving water for Sier¬ 
ra Madie, and the recent heavy rains 
tested the construction severely with 
the result that not a dam went out. 

The average height of the.se dams is 
(1.01) feet by 28 feet long and were 
constructed under the supervision of 
Mr. Haivcy Steinherger. It is re¬ 
markable that every dam remained in¬ 
tact during the last precipitation, 
when so many dams in the surround¬ 
ing canyons went out. There are 116 
of these dams in Bailey canyon and 
every one of them stood the test. 

Siena Madre is indeed fortunate, 
and this di.strict is particularly for¬ 
tunate in securing sufficient money to 
build these dams. Our propoition at 
the beginning was only $;l,r!00 and by 
petition and haixl work $14,700 more 
was secured to complete the work.
